Guthrie, Ok., March 31.—“Reports 
from all counties indicate that farm 
conditions this year are better and 
more promising as a whole than they 
have been any season for the past 
twelve years.” 
This is the statement of the state 
board of agriculture 
in 
its 
March 
crop report issued today. “Prospects 
also are flattering for a full fruit 
crop,” says the report. 
The growing condition 
of 
winter 
wheat is 92.3 per cent, compared with 
91.8 last month, and 78.7 for March a 
year ago. The report shows that only 
a very small percentage of the wheat 
crop has been abandoned because of 
winter killing, dry weather, late sow­ 
ing and heavy pasturing, sixty-two 
of the seventy-two counties making 
returns, reporting none at all. T he■ 
maximum damage, 8 per cent, is re­ 
ported from Grant county, one of the 
leading wheat counties. Ray reports 
4 per cent and Dewey 3 per cent. No 
damage 
whatever 
is 
reported 
to 
growing crops from insects. 
Many Warm Days. 
The report states that March pre­ 
sented the most 
favorable 
growing 
weather in years, there being little 
wind and many 
exceedingly 
warm 
days. The season is from three to 
four weeks 
earlier 
than 
common 
with all farm work well advanced. 
The rainfall for the month is report­ 
ed much below the normal for the 
season. Soil conditions as regards 
moisture, however, average for the 
state 90.8 per cent, showing in many 
counties IOO per 
cent, 
twenty-one 
counties falling below the general av­ 
erage. McCurtain and Seminole, with 
moisture condition of 75 per cent, 
are lowest, while Bryan, Cimarron, 
Custer, Marshall, Murray, Okfuskee, 
Pontotoc, 
Roger Mills, Texas and 
Woodward report IOO per cent as 
moisture condition. In most of the 
counties last named seasonable rains 
have fallen lately, while local rains 
have fallen within the past two weeks 
in 
Southwestern Oklahoma, 
where 
crops were 
so badly damaged 
by 
drouth last year. The report states, 
however, that general conditions are 
dry with rain needed at an early 
date to maintain the present ex­ 
cellent 
growing 
condition 
of 
all 
crops. 
Corn Is Doing Nicely. 
Most corn is planted in the south 
era portion of the state, with much 
of it up and doing nicely, while in 
other sections corn planting is well 
under way with the ground in excel­ 
lent condition. 
The condition of alfalfa has been 
improved materially and is 93.8 per 
cent, as compared to 90.4 last month 
and 79.4 A^ril 25, last year. The con­ 
dition of spring pastures is 92 per 
cent and farm work stock 94.8, with 
a scarcity of feed in some localities. 
Almost every county reports IOO 
per cent on its fruit crop, damage 
by winter freezing being reported 
only in a few counties. Much dam­ 
age was done to orchards and small 
fruit crops by the protracted drouth 
of last July and August. The aver­ 
age condition on the principal fruit 
crops ranges from 96.7 to 99.2 per 
cent. 
In conclusion the 
report 
states 
that the present outlook is for a 
record breaking production of all 
classes of farm products, and a very 
large increase in the amount of land 
put under cultivation in the state.

Butler, Pa., April I.—Records yel­ 
low w’ith a century’s age unearthed 
in the office of Cle k of Courts Rob­ 
ert M. McFarland showed that a high 
cost of living crusade was in pro­ 
c e s s as early as 1904. A document 
filed with Judge Moore in that year 
is signed by IOO citizens petitioning 
the court to set a stipulated price on 
provisions for man and horse and 
on liquors in the taverns of the 
country. 
The petitions prayed 
for 
redress 
and asserted it is the consensus of 
opinion that 25c for a meal of vict 
uals and 12c for a half pint of whis 
key is an extortion, as whiskey has 
been purchased for 40c a gallon; pork 
from 3c to 4c a pound and flour for 
$2 per hundred weight.” 
The records give no evidence as to 
whether the prayer, which was led 
by Michael Martin, was ever answer 
ed.

Insurgents Stampede When Opportun­ 
ity Comes to Re-open Tariff 
Question. 
I 
THE 


Washington, April I.—With joy and 
alacrity, the 
insurgent 
republicans 
who have been talking about the iniq­ 
uities of the Payne-iAldrich tariff law 
this afternoon voted against a mo­ 
tion, which, if adopted would have 
brought the whole tariff question be­ 
fore the House immediately. Fitzger­ 
ald of -New York, the parliamentarian 
on the democratic side, put up a 
proposition w'hich, while apparently 
only trying to bring up the tariff 
question, may have held a snare in 
which Fitzgerald may have hoped to 
catch Speaker Cannon with a view 
to. helping the serious effort expect­ 
ed^ to be made soon to force the 
tariff matter to the front before the 
end of the session. 
Fitzgerald moved, without consult­ 
ing the insurgent republicans to re­ 
commit the legislative, executive and 
Judicial 
appropriation 
bill 
to 
the 
committee on appropriations with in­ 
structions to forthwith report a meas­ 
ure repealing the Payne-Aldrich tar­ 
iff law. The speaker ruled the mo­ 
tion out of order, and from that Fitz­ 
gerald appealed. That appeal 
was 
laid on the table—150 to 116.

PUBLICITY FEATURE KILLED. 


lo Be Left With the President and 
Treasurer. 


Washington, April I.—That the cor­ 
poration tax law will be amended to 
restrict the operation of its publicity 
feature was virtually assured today 
when the house slightly amended a 
provision previously adopted by the 
Senate for that purpose. 
As passed by the house today the 
law bearing on this subject provides 
“that all corporation tax returns shall 
be open to inspection only upon the 
order of the President under rules 
and regulations to be prescribed by 
the secretary of the treasury and ap­ 
proved by the president.” 
As previously provided by the sen­ 
ate such corporation tax reports were 
“to be made public when called for 
by resolution of the senate or house 
of representatives, or upon the or­ 
der of the president when he deems 
it for the public interest.” 
The senate and house conferees 
soon will get together in an effort to 
agree upon a publicity amendment in 
which the views of both branches 
will be harmonized. 
The consideration of this measure 
involved 
an 
animated 
discussion 
which consumed the entire session of 
the house today. Just before the sub­ 
ject was disposed of Mr. Fitzgerald 
of New York attempted to get a di­ 
rect vote upon consideration with in­ 
structions for the committee on au- 
propriations to report it 
with an 
amendment repealing the Payne-Ald- 
rich tariff law. By a strict party vot^* 
of 150 to 116, in which the insur­ 
gents were found side by side with 
the regular republicans, a point of 
order against Mr. Fitzgerald’s motion 
was sustained.

the preliminaries of ,the vote sale. 
ThU occupied 
the entire morning 


session. 


In the afternoon 'Senator Leftwich, 


acting as cross-examiner went back 
to Bilbo's college days and asked If 
it were not true that he was expell- 
ed from a university for cheating at 
an examination. Tie charge had been 
preferred, Bilbo explained,, but he 
was exonerated. The witness admitted 
that at one time he was charged with 
the embezzlement of a small amount, 
but subsequently 
the 
charge 
was 


withdrawn. The questioning finally 
drifted to legislation in which Bilbo 
has taken a more or less prominent 
part, but without the development 
of material facts 


The senate was in session again to- 


night, and, as usual, behind locked 
doors. 


Senator Bilbo's Story. 


Senator Bilbo, in his direct evi- 


dence before the body, stated that he 
had arranged through a woman to 
have his flrst meeting with Dulaney 
at a residence in a questionable part 
of the city.

Treasurer. 


Washington, April 1.—That the cor- 


poration tax law will be amended to 
restrict the operation of its publicity 
leature was virtually assured today 
when the house slightly amended a 
provision previously adopted by the 
Senate for that purpose. 


As passed by the bouse today the 


law bearing oH this subject provides 
'that all corporation tax returns sha 
be open to inspection only upon the 
order of the President under rules 
and regulations to be prescribed by 
the secretary of the treasury and ap- 
proved by the president." 


As previously provided by the sen- 


ate such corporation tax reports were 
"to be made public when called for 
by resolution of the senate o>- house 
of representatives, or upon the or- 
der of the president when he deems 
it I'or the public interest." 


The senate and house conferees 


soon will get together in an effort to 
agree upon a publicity amendment in 
which the views of both branches 
will be harmonized.

discussion 


which consumed the entire session of 
the house today.
